A NEW ERA BEGINS 


Voters of School Districts No. 1, 2, 3, 4, 7, and 5 fractional met March 8, 1954 
and formally cast ballots approving the reorganization of these Birch Run Township Dis- 
tricts into a Rural Agricultural School District. 

On April 19, 1954 the electors of the newly formed district met and elected the 
school board members listed on the Administration page of this book. The new Board 
of Education adopted the name "BIRCH RUN AREA SCHOOLS" as the official designa- 
tion of the new district. 

The voters met again on July 28, 1954 and voted to bond the district for 
$300,000.00 to finance the construction of a new High School building. The photos 
on this page show the building as it will look when completed and the early stages of 
construction after the start of the work іп the Fall.
